W ith th e ja u nty air characteristic of 
the A m erican m an w hen considering the 
v agaries of his w om an kind, th e editor 
of an im portant paper recently referred 
to the gushing activ ities of college girls, 
and the a lu m nae of w om en’s colleges, in 
regard to a now fam ous strike as being 
on th e w hole desirable, ev en though they 
do not alw a ys tak e into 
account 
the 
righ ts of em ployers. 
T h e contention of 
this editor is th a t it is a wholesom e thing 
to bring th e well-to-do girl into contact 
w ith her poor sisters, how ev er pernicious 
or futile her efforts in th e ir behalf m ay 
be; but w hile one may ad m it th e tru th of 
this so f a r as th e well-to-do girl is con­ 
cerned, it is open to criticism from the 
point of v iew ot th e poor sister. 
A more com plex m a tte r th an this par- 
I ticu lar strike it would h av e been diffi­ 
cult for tlx* a m a te u r ph ilanth ropists to 
¡hav e found, or to hav e precipitated tliem- 
j selv es into, and th e astonishing thing to 
those who think wom en ripe for « suffrage 
is th a t th e college-bred 
wom en am ong 
the cham pions of the girl strik e rs should 
h av e m ade no effort to get at the facts 
of the whole situation. 
T h e agitation 
h a s Ihh'i i based on th e assum ption th a t 
it w as all a clear case of oppression, 
and th a t the em ployers h av e been w hol­ 
ly in the wrong, and on this theory, halls 
hav e been 
hired, funds 
collected, 
and 
v arious kinds of disorderly conduct coun­ 
tenanced. 
B u t w hen the strife had been 
raging for weeks, and a f te r some m a nu ­ 
fa c tu re rs had been forced to th e wall, 
a v olunteer com m ittee—headed by a d is­ 
tinguished physician—did some research 
w ork including inspection, 
on its own 
account, and its recently published re­ 
port ought to sober up the w om en e nth u ­ 
siasts w ho hav e rushed 
into the fray 
w ithout really know ing w h at the row 
betw een im m igrant girls and the largely 
foreign em ployers is all about. 
O ne interesting dev elopm ent is th a t so 
fa r from being a girls’ affair solely, the 
men em ployes num ber from 20 to 4 0— 
in some instances 5 0—per rent, of the 
w orking forces, while anoth er pregnant 
fact is th a t the whole ind u stry lacks 
proper organization, and th erefore th a t 
the m ost u rgent need is not a fierce b a t­ 
tling 
f< r im aginary rights on eith er side, 
but the dev elopm ent of an intelligent 
plan of business procedure. 
A nd this 
certainly is not likely to lie brought to 
pass by inflam m atory appeals to inuni­ 
gra nt girls to stand out for their rights 
—w h ate v er those m ay be. 
Indeed, the 
| result for the poor ignorant girl is de- 
i plorable, as she is encouraged to e nte r­ 
tain opinions, and to 
com m it 
lawless 
acts th a t not only beget her arrest, but 
th a t are likely to m ake lier an em b it­ 
tered m em ber of the com m unity and (to 
her ow n discom fort) to urge her tow ard 
anarchism . 
A s for th e w om en of position, and 
es­ 
pecially 
th e college-bred 
wom en, 
their 
reckless cham pioning of n cause which 
it has been prov ed ¡hey h av e nev er taken 
the trouble to inv estigate thoroughly — 
th a t necessary job h av ing been left to 
be u nd e rta k e n by oth tr s —h as been a sad 
com m entary on their boasted su pe rior­ 
ity.

WORKINGMEN’S INSURANCE. 
FTER many years of agitation France has 
followed the example and model of Ger­ 
many in adopting a general scheme of 
workingmen’s insurance. 
Under this plan 
there is to be created an insurance fund 
made up by yearly contributions 
from 
workingmen 
of 
$1.80, 
from 
worklng- 
women of $1.20, and from minors of 9 0 cents. 
Employ­ 
ers are obliged to contribute a like amount for each 
person in their employ. 
The fund thus raised will be 
increased by additions from the national treasury. 
The 
existing old age pension scheme will be consolidated 
with the new system, which includes, like the German 
system, sick benefits and accident insurance. 
All State 
employes in France already are pensioned (and this in­ 
cludes railroad employes, miners and seamen). 
The 
new system will add about 17,000,000 working people, or 
practically all of the working people of the country. 
It 
is calculated that » he State will have at flrlt to con­ 
tribute about $30.000,000 a year, but it is believed that 
this will be gradually reduced in a few years to about 
$25,000,000.—Indianapolis News.

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THE POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT. 
HE Postoffice Department 
of the United 
States is the largest business enterprise 
in the world, in the expenditures in­ 
volved, the number of persons employed 
and 
the 
service 
rendered. 
There are 
many things about it of peculiar interest. 
During the nineteenth century, and up to 
the present time, it has doubled its business once every 
ten years, except in two of the decades. 
This fact in 
itself is deeply significant. 
It necessitates methods of 
management which can expand with equal rapidity, 
and they, in turn, require change as well as growth. 
No other business offers such a problem; nor is the 
end even in sight so long as population increases. 
There are many reasons why the Postofflce Depart­ 
ment is just now a subject of serious study. 
It has 
alv.ays been conducted at a loss. 
It has long been 
considered that this would gradually be reduced in 
amount, until it should finally disappear. 
The facts, 
however, have not justified this belief. 
The ten-year 
doubling of the business has been accompanied by ex­ 
penditures which have somewhat more than doubled 
during the same periods. 
That is not in accordance 
with the experience of the most successful private 
commercial enterprises, in which an increase of one- 
tenth in the number of employes is often sufficient to 
care for a two-lold increase of business.

IN YE OLDEN TIMES. 
OW many of us yearn for the time when 
as boys we dashed into the village store 
with: “Gimme a cent’s worth of beeswax; 
here’s y’egg!’ and we like to think about 
the time when eggs were worth 5 cents a 
dozen and were sometimes such a glut in 
the market that the 
storekeeper would 
throw them into the river at night, though he bought 
them, as usual, for 5 cents a dozen traded out in cotton 
cloth and such like, rather than discourage the farmer. 
Free to all 
stood the barrel of whiskey in the village 
store with 
a 
pint cup hanging beside it, for it was 
many years before the temperance wave swept the coun­ 
try, and whiskey was worth only a shilling a gallon. 
Butter sold at from 8 cents to a shilling, which, in 
Michigan, meant 12^ cents or less. 
In a fine season 
potatoes brought about a shilling a bushel and the good 
provider filled his cellar with vegetables and apples, 
banked the cellar walls and trusted winter weather to 
be just cold enough to keep everything in perfect con­ 
dition.—Pittsburg Live Stock Journal. 


ENGINEERING AND RECLAMATION. 
O GIVE a clear conception of the achieve­ 
ments of the engineer in the reclamation 
of arid lands for crop production, some sta^' 
tfStlcs should be noted 
the great scope 
of the series of projects. 
Nearly eight 
years have passed . 
the United States 
went into the business of turning the wa­ 
ter upon the land, and up to date it has spent $4i ,000,- 
000. 
This money has been invested in twenty eight 
projects, meaning dams, reservoirs, canals, machinery 
and the pay roll of the 12,000 workers in the irrif“ 
service, from the engineers who surveyed the riverij 
lakes, estimated the flow of water and plannt 
works, to the dollar-a-day man who fills the hnnd' 
miles of canal, serving a thousand acres, merely 
twisting the wheel valve that lifts the water gate, 
fc 
teen large rivers and seven lakes have been restrain 
to supply water to the arid lands in their vicinity, an 
at the present time 1,250,000 acres of reclaimed desert 
are being tilled and supporting 125,000 people.—Cassler’s 
Magazine.

Every one knows th* names of the 
best sellers, which as a class began to 
make the staid publishing profession 
wild with excitement about a decade 
ago. 
But, thedr why and wherefore is 
bard to determine, especially when one 
sees how clcse to them in all respects 
are many books which, with no deroga­ 
tory 
intention, may be 
called the 
worst sellers. 
Antedating 
“Dr. 
Jekyll 
and 
Mr. 
Hyde” by some years, 
Julian Haw­ 
thorne’s “Archibald 
Malmaison,” the 
story of a man who led two separate 
existences, though 
thrilling, unusual 
and full of dramatic possibilities, nev­ 
ertheless sank into 
oblivion, scarcely 
having found out what living was. 
Mary Cholmondeley 
achieved 
suc­ 
cess with her “Red Pottage,” but sold 
very few copies of “Diana Tempest,” 
which mcst critics find not only not 
Inferior to the 
successful work but 
even superior 
in interest, 
dramatic 
strength and construction. 
Yet the best sellers passed it by and 
no o n e could tell the reason. 
“The Garden of Allah” added jewels 
of a very material kind to the crown 
of its author. Robert Hichens. 
But 
“Flams.” by the same author and also 
regarded as the better piece of work 
by many critics, fell by the wayside 
and has not sold more than 3,000 cop­ 
ies since its first publication in 189 4. 
“Belchamber,” written 
by Howard 
Sturgist, younger brother of the au­ 
thor of “The Folly of Penharrington,” 
would naturally be supposed to appeal 
to that great class among which nov­ 
els dealing with 
English society at 
first hand is generally popular. 
But 
undeniable signs of Intimate acquaint­ 
ance with English society and work 
admittedly well done did not keep the 
book from shooting wide of the mark 
of public favor. 
Yet it resembles so 
closely many others that hit and hit 
hard that one wonders what the rea­ 
son was, all the more since one of the 
best known of English dukes, but thin­ 
ly disguised, is to be recognized in the 
principal character. 
Of a decidedly different order, “The 
Hill,” by Horace A 
Baehell, a boy’s 
book, has been compared very favor­ 
ably by critics to “Tom Brown” itself, 
t h e Ne w York Sun says. 
Much was 
expected of it, as it was thought to fill 
all the requirements it was expected to 
meet- but alas! 
Many novels buried under the over­ 
whelming flood of best sellers can thus 
be ferreted out and when laid open to 
insneetion appear n v h as the best ! 
ones themselves 
often being an own j 
brother. 
And most often no 
o n e can i 
find the explanation.

tion of Capt. Horace Bixby, of St. Louis. 
Served a few weeks in the Confederate Army and went West with his 
brother Orion, who had been appointed secretary of the territory of Nevada. 
Worked in Nevada mining camps and as correspondent and writer for 
the Virginia City (Nev.) Enterprise and the Sacramento (Cal.) Union. 
Published his first book, “The Jumping Frog of Calaveras County,” in 
March, 1867. 
Made famous by “The Innocents Abroad.” published in 1869 . 
Married in 1870 to Miss Olivia L. Langdon, of Elmira, N. Y., w'hom ti­ 
met while on a cruise in the Mediterranean, and who died in Florence, Italy 
in 19 04. 
Organized the C. L. Webster Publishing Co. in 18S4, and lost almost hh 
entire fortune through the firm’s failure in 189 4. 
Given the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws by Oxford University 
England, in 19 07. 
Retired to his villa, “Stormfleld, 
near Redding, Conn., in 19 08, to live 
with his daughters, Clara and Jean. 
Journeyed to Bermuda late in 19 09 and returned broken in health and 
spirit. 
He failed rapidly after the sudden death of his daughter J< 
December 24, 19 09 .

About 
forty 
years have gone by 
since the little war shinplasiers were 
<alled in from circulation, yet during 
all this period they have been coming 
back from various sources to the treas­ 
ury for redemption. 
Millions of them 
are yet outstanding. 
The government 
has no means of knowing where they 
are or just how' many of them are in 
the hands of eollectois or are hoarded 
away somewhere by people who saved 
them back in the war of the t70s. 
According to the most accurate ac­ 
counting. just $15,236,721.28 worth of 
these 
50-cent, 
25-cent, 
10-cent 
and 
5-cent issues of 
paper 
are 
“some 
where.” 
Since their issue 
in 
1862 
1S63 and 1864 notes of this amount 
have not been presented for redemp­ 
tion. 
Away back in 1879, tiring of carry­ 
ing such enormous figures under the 
heading of “debt bearing no interest,” 
Congress sat up and passed an act de­ 
claring that $8,375,934 worth of this 
fractional paper currency was “lost 
and destroyed.”

howr this estimate was reached. Like­ 
ly this amount was a certain arbitrary 
percentage of the total outstanding in 
that year.

Lieut. Simon 13. Buckner, Jr., has re 
turned from Mexico, where he went 
with his father, Gen. S. B. Buckner, 
to visit the battlefields wThere 
Gen. 
Buckner fought in the war with Mexi 
co in 1846. 
While on the trip with his father. 
Lieut. Buckner broke all previous rec­ 
ords by fifteen minutes in ascending 
Mount 
Popocatepetl, 
making the as­ 
cent from the uppermost edge of the 
timber line to the crater in two and 
one-quarter hours, with one guide ac­ 
companying him. 
After reaching the summit of the 
mountain Lieut. Buckner made a de­ 
scent into the crater of a distance of 
about 150 feet, something never be­ 
fore attempted by any one. In speak­ 
ing of his trip up the mountain the 
lieutenant, according to the San An­ 
tonio Express, was very reticent, in 
describing his experiences. 
He said: 
“We reached Poeo park, at the base 
of the mountain, on March 15. 
On the 
morning of March 16, accompanied by 
three guides, we began the ascent on 
horseback. 
About 6 o’clock that even­ 
ing we stopped at a house some dis­ 
tance below' 
where the timber line 
ceases to rest for an early start the 
following morning, when promptly at 
3 o’clock we started again, and at 7:45 
o’clock reached Las Cruces, where we 
abandoned our horses, and the remain­ 
der of the ascent was made by one 
guide and myself. 
For a few hundred 
feet we were hindered by soft ashes 
until we reached the snow. 
Snow did 
not bother us to any great extent, but 
after passing the first snow line we 
came to the point, w’here the snow* 
had melted and Ice formed into Icicles 
shaped like swords pointed toward the 
summit. 
From here on it wras with 
the greatest difficulty that we 
pro­ 
ceeded. 
We finally reached the top. or 
the outer edge of the crater at 10 
o’clock in the morning, after two and 
one-quarter hours' hard climbing. 
“When wre first reached the summit, 
or outer edge of the crater we had 
beautiful sunlight, although below us 
we could see heavy clouds and knew 
that a storm was in progress. 
The 
view was magnificent. 
“The crater appeared 
to 
measure 
about one-third of a mile in diameter 
and to be about 600 feet deep. 
The 
edge was inerusted with lava of vari­ 
ous colors. 
Small streams of smoke 
and vapor were rising from the bot­ 
tom. 
After looking into the hole for 
some time I thought I would make a 
descent and went down a distance of 
about 150 feet. 
The sides were too 
steep to go deeper. 
We remained on 
the summit until 1 o’clock, when wre 
began our descent and reached Las 
Cruces about one hour afterward. The 
distance from the base at Poco Park 
to the summit is about 17,600 feet. 
“Before we began our descent we 
encountered a snowstorm that alarm­ 
ed us, but we passed through safely. 
The view secured from the summit of 
the mountain on the outer edge of the 
crater more than paid us for the ardu­ 
ous task of making the ascent.”

A committee on physical welfare 
investigated the home conditions of 
1,400 New York school children, re­ 
ported by physicians to have physical 
defects. 
This committee says: 
the 
overcrowding indicated that whatever 
might be our conventional idea of the 
dependence line, physical defects must 
be expected in children where three 
out of four families have four rooms 
or less for cooking, working, washing, 
* and sleeping.” 
If New York is typical of the rest 
of the country there must be in the 
United States to-day more than 12,- 
000,000 defective children. 
lf these 
(^ were born right, what is the cause? 
A 
study was made of the Washington 
) 
schools for the president’s home com­ 
mission. 
From a tabulated statement 
we learn that among the white chil­ 
dren there were 11,520 notations of de­ 
fections, a relation of 38.0 per cent 
of the whole. 
The total detects noted 
among whites and colored were lo,034, 
or 35.5 per cent of all examined. 
Omitting I rom this consideration the 
6,698 pupils who needed perhaps only 
^‘dental care, important to the general 
health, we have to deal with 8,606, or 
per cent of the total, whose physi­ 
c a l condition should have been a mat- 
ter of grave concern to the parents. 
Most of these defects could 
have 
J been remedied in the children it the 
J parents were enlightened and instruct- 
i 
cd in the proper care of their off- 
spring and then compelled by law to 
adopt 
the remedial measures. 
Most 
crippled children could be saved I rom 
permanent disability by skillful sur­ 
gical operation#. 
Poverty is no excuse 
for not having them performed, for 
in America the medical charities g i\e 
their science to all. 
Parents should be 
schooled as to the serious consequences 
r’ which neglect entails. 
The great trouble is that the par­ 
ents in the large cities are so driven 
by the iron whip. of compulsion to 
. labor for an existence that they have 
r no time to devote to their children. 
The poor, tired workers come home to 
their comfortless apartments, exhaust­ 
ed physically by J,he day s labor and 
mentally by the worry; they are glad 
to lay down their tired bones on hard 
pallets and try to woo sleep.* 
Alas! 
they only awake from their fitful re­ 
pose to obey the* call of the factory 
whistle and resume the gripping grind 
They arc merely automatons wound 
up Uke a clock until they run down 
again at the close of another day.

A German 
doctor Inoculated a hedgehog with a 
quantity of cobra poison sufficient to 
kill 8,000 men, and the hedgehog felt 
only the better for the meal. Quite re­ 
cently a hedgehog was inoculated with 
the toxine of diphtheria and subse­ 
quently of tetanus, and much to every­ 
body’s surprise he was as lively as 
ever afterward. 


OPEN-AIR SCHOOLS. 


T h o s e 
C o n d u c t e d in 
T ill* 
C o n * t r y 
A r e P r o n o a n r e d n S u c re* * . 
Public schools*conducted in the open 
air summer and winter have been a 
success in a number of cities of the 
United States as well as in Europe, 
according to Elnora Whitman Curtis, 
holder of the degree of master of arts 
and an honorary fellow of Clark Uni­ 
versity, who gives in the American 
City Magazine a description of such 
schools. 
Experiments along this line 
have been conducted in Chicago for tho 
last six months at the Mary 
Crane 
School, where boys and girls afflicted 
with diseases of the respiratory pass­ 
ages ranging from s ’.rnpie catarrh to 
tuberculosis of the lungs, have been 
kept in the open air, while at study 
and at play equally. 
Schools of this 
kind exist in Germany and England. 
The first school of the Rind was that 
established in a forest in Germany for 
physically 
backward 
and 
defective 
pupils. 
The success of this institution 
led to others, notably in England, for 
children of the defective type. 
In the United States open air schools 
until lately have existed only in two 
cities. 
Providence 
established 
its 
school some two years ago, and Bos­ 
ton followed about a year ago. 
The 
more 
prominent 
cities to try 
the 
method are Chicago, Pittsburg, Roch­ 
ester and Hartford. 
Concerning the 
Providence 
experiment 
the 
writer 
says: 
“About two years ago an old city 
schoolhouse was remodeled by remov­ 
ing a portion of one side of its upper 
story so that considerable exposure to 
sun and air was effected. 
Adjustable 
windows that can be lowered 
were 
provided, but the idea is to so harden 
children to weather conditions 
that 
this would be seldom necessary, 
The 
room is heated during the winter by 
two stoves, which temper 
the 
air 
slightly so that it averages IO degrees 
or 
warmer than that outside. These 
stoves are used also for cooking pur­ 
poses and for heating the soapstones 
that form part of the school equip­ 
ment. 
“Health cards are kept for 
each 
child, and the school physician makes 
regular visits, looking after the needs 
of 
individual 
cases. 
Children have 
made good progress physically, 
and 
have been able to keep up most satis­ 
factorily in their studies, so that the 
school 
may 
be counted an unquali­ 
fied success. 
It is a part of the regu­ 
lar school system, though run in con­ 
nection with the local Society for the 
Prevention 
of 
Tuberculosis, through 
whose efforts it was established.”

VALUABLE HINTS TO COOKS. 


One ounce of butter equals two level 
tablespoons.

One cup of sugar will sweeten one 
quart of any mixture to be served 
chilled or frozen.

Allow from four to six eggs to each 
quart of milk in making a custard to 
be turned from the mold. 
One teaspoonful of extract will fla­ 
vor one quart of custard or pudding 
to be served unfrozen. 
One ounce of butter and one-half 
ounce of flour are used to thicken one 
cup of liquid in making a sauce.
